Several New 
Projects Are 
Forwarded 



A • group of the RC.A.F. 
Radiolocator squad stationed at 
McGlll sat for their final exami- 
nations yesterday. Those who 
.wrote the tests will be leaving 
the University either today, or 
afthe'laitest, tomorrow. They 
will be replaced by a new 
squad which is expected to 
reach the campus next Monday. 

Two tests were included in 
this . examination. The first, 
which was held 'in the morn- 
ing, dealt _ with the theoretical 
side of - ra^to engineering. The 
afternoon examination stressed 
the applied and practical work 
done In the course. Each test 
lasted three hours. Approxl- 
imately 130 members 
examination. 




Next Monday a new batch of 
Radiolocators will arrive at the 
University, They will take the 
same radio engineering course 
that the previous groups have ■ 
taken, and will ' woric ' in the 
newly reconstructed Physics 
Building . laboratories. Those 
who have already used these 
labs say that they are excellent- 
ly equipped. 

The airmen failing this ex- 
amination are usually givcii two 
alternatives. They may either 
take the course over again, or 
they can be sent to a training 
depot to be remustered. It is 
unlikely that many of the boys 
will fail the tests, since at the 
beginning of each course they 
are given "bar" examinations.- 



The Executive Committee of the 
War Council met today lo resume 
its various activities.

Colonel Hanson, having learnt ot 
the work of the War Council, has 
asked lor a number of college. stu- 
dents as volutiteers to work in the 
forthcoming Victory Loan Cam- 
paign. ' It was suggested that the 
Volunteer Reserve Llsb would be 
of use in finding people to aid in 
tills work.

Economy in 
War Debated 

McCobn and 
Kingsland Talk 
On Strikes 



"Strikes In A War Economy" was 
the topic of the papers delivered 
last evening by George McColm and 
Bob Kingsland at the third meet- 
ing of the McGill Political Economy 
Club. At the meeting, Khayyam 
Palleil was elected Club Reprcscn* 
talive on the War Council and 
George McColm was chosen as Act- 
ing-Secretary on the Executive for 
the remainder of the term. 

In his speech, McColm dealt with 
a detailed study of 'war strikes in 
Great Britain and the United Stales. 
He said that strikes, especially in 
war time, must be prohibited In 
order to organize production to a 
maximum output. There are, stated 
McColm,' two principal reasons lor 
strikes. On the one hand wc have 
the insufficient colloboration be- 
tween management and employees. 
On the other hand wc have the lack 
of representation in courts and in 
the various industries. 

McColm sUrcssed the fact that the 
workers cannot abide by the deci- 
sions' which do not appeal to their 
sense of fairness. In his concluding 
remarks, he. considered several 
methods ot preventing strikes. He 
said that the freezing of the status 
quo or the setting up of settlement 
and arbitration courts migh be very 
effective. * 

Kingsland emphasized the Can- 
adian aspect ot the topic in his 
paper. He said thai with discontent- 
ed workers a country cannot expect 
to reach its full productive cap- 
acity. If' strikes are prohibited, stat- 
ed Kingsland, the worker -will be 
losing his only weapon against the 
employer. He said that the causes 
ot, and not the strikes should be 
removed. In collective bargaining, 
the employers are reluctant This 
is due to the fact that the Govern- 
ment would not sanction any of the 
labour decisions arrived at 

Kingsland stressed that in Can- 
ada we should have a constant con- 
ciliation board for labour. This 
board to be effective must have 
judicial powers and mandatory de- 
cisions. In the beginning, .admitted 
Kingsland, such a board will not be 
very successful, but through its 
constant contact with strikes can

,We received an interesting document 
t^r.v. tlie Cliristmas Holidays. It was a 
fw TOLof| yoluiine 2, number 1, of the Red 
^UrUSr''TS^ Martlet, in case some 
^Mwmi don't know, is a little publication 
mimeographed by the Young Communist 
League of Quebec. 

Rummaging around in one of our dusty 
files we managed to find our copy of Vol- 
ume 1, number 1, of this same publication, 
which was distributed in October, 1940.' 
Just for the fun of it, we compared them, 
and here is what we found: 

October, 1940: 

The German and Britjsh Empires now 

confront one another in the final and ter 
riblc struggle for world domination. It is 
not a war for freedom, democracy, the 
rights of small nations. ... The British 
and German imperialists are fighting for 
their profits and investments, and they 
have dragged a long suffering but very 
restless humanity with them, to fight a 
war for their imperialist interests, a war 
from which hunTanity has nothing to gain 
and all to lose." 

December, 1941:

Thought for Todoy 

Among the most interesting of 
anhnals is platypus. This insignifi- 
cant and homely little beast; though 
distinctly intelligent, docs not pos 
sess any of Uic attributes lyhich are 
normally conceived as coiisUtutbig 
the Intelligent creature.

Word was received today from 
the Athletics Office that Ray Caron, 
former Captain of the McGiU Gym- 
nastic Team and a graduat« both In 
Arts and in Law has been appoint- 
ed Honourary Gymnastic Coach. 

Ray first saw action in Intercol- 
legiate Competition in 1925 when 
he was a.member of the team which 
won the Intercollegiate Champion- 
ship. He made the team again in 
1026 and, in 1927, because of his 
outstanding ability, was elected 
Captain. For the next Ave years in 
succession the McGIll Gymnastic 
Team brought home the Intercol- 
legiate Title and Ray Caron's lead- 
ership, interest and fine perform- 
ance contributed substantially to 
this string of victories. 

Ray also saw action in the Wick- 
steed Meets, in the Provincial Meets 
and in other competitions held dur- 
ing his oojoum at McGlll and luc' 
ceeded in chalking up quite an IK' 
presslve number of titles to his own 
credit and to' the credit of his alma 
mater.
